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PREFATORY NOTE. 

Affixed to one of the prints in this exhibi- 
tion, a portrait of Nell Gwynne, painted by 
Sir Peter Lely and engraved by Gerard Valck, 
there is this bit of doggerel : 

The Sculpters part is clone the features* hitt 
of Madam Gwin, no Arte can shew her Witt. 







Doubtless the painters and engravers who 
worked in London in the eighteenth century, 
commemorating the personalities of the stage 
at a time when such personalities were extra- 
ordinarily popular, frequently found them- 
selves in the predicament suggested by these 
artless lines. They could not give, in their 
portraits of Garrick, say, more than a hint of 
that power at which the house rose. How 
could these engravings, though based on the 
work of this or that great painter, and exe- 
cuted by a master hand, preserve the last 
subtle refinements of the witchery of a woman 
who swayed her audience to laughter or moved 
it to tears? Could they do more than hint 
at the hoydenish charm of a Jordan or the 
tragic stateliness of a Siddons ? Yet the ar- 
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tists went on painting the noted actors and 
actresses of the day, sometimes in individual 
portraits, sometimes in pictures of whole 
scenes; the mezzotinters went on scraping 
their plates from these canvases, and the public 
went on buying them. This exhibition is, in 
short, a memorial of a period in which England 
enjoyed a great school of acting, which was 
adorned by many performers of genius, and 
showed its appreciation by hanging up in its 
homes artistic souvenirs of its theatrical fav- 
orites. 

Its purpose, therefore, is partly to illuminate 
social history. It is interesting to reflect upon 
the vogue of these engravings in England from 
the time of the second Charles down into the 
earlier decades of the nineteenth century. We 
may gather from the serious attention given 
to the subject by eminent painters and en- 
gravers something of the position held by the 
actor. Prejudice against him died hard, as we 
know. The association of a man like Garrick 
wuth such men as Johnson and Burke, and his 
entrance as a welcome guest into the charmed 
circle of the English society of that period, 
need not blind us to the fact that the theatri- 
cal profession still bore, in a measure, the 
stigma placed upon it in much earlier times. 
But while the opposition of Garrick’s family 
to his adoption of the player’s career was well 
calculated to excite sympathy amongst thou- 
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sands of his “respectable” contemporaries, 
those very thousands were eager to see him 
act and quick to buy the prints in which he 
was portrayed. 

There is another phase of social develop- 
ment on which the present exhibition has 
something to tell us. The notes of the scholar 
on the quaint anachronisms in respect to cos- 
tume which characterized the era, are read 
with heightened interest if they are read with 
reference to a collection of engravings like 
this. Look at the plate of Mrs. Cibber in the 
character of Cordelia^ designed and engraved 
by Peter van Bleeck. Look at that other 
print of Macklin as Shy lock and Mrs. Pope 
as Portia, \n “The Merchant of Venice,” done 
by Nutter, after Boyne. From these examples, 
^ and from many others, the student may see 

how little was sufficient to satisfy our forefath- 
ers in the dressing of a play, and may thereby 
c acquire a deeper sense of the advances made 

- in the later nineteenth century and in our own 

time, through the aid of the costumer, the 
wigmaker, the property man and the scene 
painter. 

The general interest of old theatrical por- 
traits is profound, bearing as it does upon the 
whole broad movement of an age that has 
passed. Nevertheless, this is not greater than 
the personal interest. The artist may not have 
been able, as has been said, to recapture the 
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atmosphere and the electric spark of genius in 
a player’s performance, but he could do much 
to preserve the charm of physiognomy, of car- 
riage, of demeanor, and after the spectator 
has apprehended the surface attractions of 
these pictures of faded pageants and their 
dominating figures, he will turn to the records 
of human character which the exhibition em- 
bodies. Here he may see the kings and queens 
of tragedy, and those incomparable lords of 
misrule, the sterling comedians of the historic 
English school, all in their habits as they 
lived, strutting their brief but resplendent hour 
upon the stage. The collection has an artistic 
as well as a theatrical significance. Mezzo- 
tint, so helpful in multiplying the portraits of 
the princes, great ladies, military and other 
notabilities of the time, was pressed with equal 
readiness into the service of theatrical por- 
traiture, and the following catalogue embraces 
the titles of many prints which are among the 
most cherished possessions of the connoisseur. 
But it is the glamour of the playhouse that is 
first and last revived by these counterfeit pre- 
sentments of its bj^gone heroines and heroes.
